Washington Makes Clear That 


Aid To Berlin’s Foes Is 


Only Starting 


W ASHINGTON,

More destroyers for G reat B rit­ 
ain and planes for Greece became 
a distinct possibility today as the 
adm inistration m ade it clear th a t 
this governm ent’s aid to nations 
fighting the Axis powers is only 
getting under way.

G reat B ritain, through its am bas­ 
sador to the U nited States, Lord 
Lothian, is already preparing an 
appeal for 50 additional overage 
destroyers to help stem the renew­ 
ed Germ an subm arine w arfare on 
B ritain’s m erchant shipping.

w ith only a com parative handful 
of planes, have already tran sm it­ 
ted an urgent request to the U. S. 
governm ent for bom bers and p u r­ 
suit ships. 
W hat G reat B ritain will offer in

W hen this 
country released 50 overage des­ 
troyers to E ngland last sum m er, 
air and naval base rights on B rit­ 
ish w estern hem isphere posses­ 
sions were received in exchange. 
Convoys Need Protection 
Inadequacy of convoy protection 
is assigned as the reason for B rit­ 
ain's decision to seek fu rth er na­

B y In tern a tio n a l How* S ervice 
Westminster Abbey, onp of the 
most beautiful examples of early 
English architecture and one of 
I/ondon’s most historical structur­ 
es, dates back as far as the 8th 
Century when it was dedicated to 
St. Peter and received the name 
“West Minster,” or western mon­ 
astery, probably because of its po­ 
sition to the west of the city of 
London. 
The extant 
monastic 
building 
standing today dates mainly from 
the 13th and 14th century, when 
Henry III decided 
to honor St. 
Edward by rebuilding the entire 
church in a more magnificent 
style. However, there are still re­ 
mains of 
Norman work 
in the 
Chamber of the PYX 
(a chapel 
that became the depository of the 
“pyx," or 
chest containing the 
Exchequer trial-plates of gold and 
silver for various measurements) 
and 
the 
adjoining 
passageway 
called the Undercroft. 
From 1269, when the newly re­ 
built church was consecreated, it 
has been the royal burial-chamber. 
After Henry I ll’s death in 1272 
the work 
of 
transforming 
the 
Norman nave continued, with sev­ 
eral 
interruptions, 
for over 20 
years, and when the nave was 
completed the Lady Chapel was 
destroyed to 
make room for the 
magnificent Chapel of Henry VII. 
Under Independent Dean 
Queen 
Elizabeth 
placed 
the 
church under an independent Dean 
and Chapter, whose successors rule 
it today. 
Westminster Abbey is 513 feet 
long and 200 feet broad across the 
transepts, and 75 feet broad across 
the nave and aisles. 
The nave is 
the loftiest Gothic nave in England 
towering 102 feet. 
The sanctuary; or space within 
the altar-rails, where the corona­ 
tions take place, have a venerable 
pavement made of mosaics brought 
from Rome about 1268. 
It is in this sanctuary that every 
sovereign since William the Con­ 
queror has been crowned except 
Edward V. 
The Poet's Corner is one of the 
best-known sections of the Abbey, 
and it takes its name from the 
tombs of Chaucer and 
Spenser. 
Among 
the famous poets and 
writers who are buried or honored 
in this section are: Chaucer, Ben 
Jonson, 
Edmund Spenser, 
John 
Milton, 
Alfred 
Tennyson, 
and 
Henry Longfellow. 
The chapel of Henry VII was 
built in 1503-19 and is the finest 
example in England of late-Per- 
pendieular or Tudor Gothic archi­ 
tecture. 
Within this beautiful chapel are 
the tombs of many of the crown 
sovereigns that once ruled the 
British Empire. Beneath the pave­ 
ment between the 
door and the 
altar 
of 
this 
Chapel 
reposes 
George II (died 1760) — the last 
king buried in the Abbey. Above 
maqy 
of 
the 
tombs there are 
beautifully carved effigies of the 
buried ruler. 
Queens Buried Iii Chapel 
Among the famous Queens bur­ 
ied in the Chapel are Elizabeth and 
Caroline. 
Immediately adjacent to the Ab­ 
bey are the Cloisters which date 
from the 13tb and 14th Century. 
The south walk (14th century) for 
two hundreds years after the con­ 
quest was the burial place of the 
abbots. The section of the Cloisters 
that once was the monks’ dormi­ 
tory is now occupied by the Abbey 
Library. 
Westminster Abbey its surround­ 
ing yards, and cloisters for years 
has been one of England*’ out­ 
standing symbols of tradition, and 
one of London’s most famous land­ 
marks.

One friendly observer just back from 
England describes London — probably 
quite accurately — as tile Verdun of the 
present war. 
London is the battle on which the out­ 
come of the war may depend. 
But the 
difference is that the punishment at Ver­ 
dun was born by seasoned troops, while 
women, children, civilians and supply fac­ 
tories remained far behind the lines.

London the situation is just as if women 
and children, hospitals and munitions 
plants were right up iii the front line 
trenches.

Every year they come to remind 
us that we are winning the battle 
against this old enemy of mankind, 
but that it takes continuous and 
unremitting effort. 
Every year 
the money from these stamps goes

to help finance the efforts of the 
local branches of the National 
Association in their many activi­ 
ties: surveys of the community 
in order to catch incipient cases 
of tuberculosis; open air schools 
in order to strengthen the resis­ 
tance of children suspectible to 
tuberculosis and prevent its devel­ 
opment; the care of those who 
have the disease developed, and 
the protection of those who may 
be exposed to the contagion. 
Disease’s Role in History 


Tuberculosis has played an im­ 
portant part in history. Famous 
people who have had tuberculosis 
include: 
In literature, Schiller, Keats, 
Byron, Thoreau, Bronte, Moliere 
and Robert Louis Stevenson. 
In music, Chopin, Paganini and 
Mozart. 
In art. Raphael. 
In 
philosophy, 
Voltaire, 
St. 
Francis of Assisi and John Calvin. 
Statesmen, Cicero, Cecil Rhodes. 
Sailors, Lord Nelson and John 
Paul Jones. 
In science, Descartes, Priestley 
and Luther Burbank. 
In medicine, Laennec, Ehrlich, 
Benjamin Rush and Trudeau. 
Some medical philosophers speak 
of a tuberculosis temperament. 
They believe that the toxins of the 
germ stimulate certain kinds of j 
personality in order to make them 


produce their best work. Perhaps 
such men as Keats and Stevenson 
would not have been so inspired 
had it not been for Hie tubercle 
bacillus. Others deny any typical 
tempermental results from this 
combination. 
Certainly most humans who 
harbor the tubercle bacillus do 
not rise to any such heights as 
those of Raphael or Chopin. No, 
we can afford to take the risk of 
not having the geniuses in order 
to bend our efforts towards get­ 
ting the better of this disease. 
Modern Views of Tuberculosis 
In some of my articles during 
the coming two or three weeks, I 
shall take occasion to discuss the 
modern view of tuberculosis as 
held by the most alert workers in 
the field today and what their plan 
of campaign is. We are vitally in­ 
terested in this subject on account 
of the men going into the new 
army. We wish to bo sure we have 
no tuberculosis patients among 
them. 
I shall discuss also the work on 
the prevention of tuberculosis in 
Schools and the modern methods 
of treatment and detection of cases 
in the general civil adult popula­ 
tion. Leaving the problem of the 
soldier out, the two main attacks 
of the National Tuberculosis Asso­ 
ciation nowadays are in the treat­ 
ment of school children 
in an 
attempt to stop the disease before 
it gjt.i a head start and, second, 
to remove open cases of adult tu­ 
berculosis in the civil population 
so that they do not infect others 
and can have proper care.

MANDATE FOR W HAT? 
The London "Times’’, and American interventionsists are pleased to 
interpret the election as a m andate for getting America further into 
the war. 
The W hite Committee, in particular, ia rushing about de­ 
manding "unity”. In other words, they seem to w ant Congress to ab­ 
dicate and turn everything over to the newly re-elected President. 
Neither good sportsmanship, loyalty to our institutions, nor elec­ 
tion returns w arrant any such demand. If, as and when we go to war, 
this column will support the war. Then "unity” is required. But un­ 
til that dread clay comes, we insist th at until the President and Con­ 
gress (note that "and” ) decide on war, we, the people, have a right to 
debate the wisdom of going to war. 
In New England, with many of French Canadian stock, it seems* 
plain that Mr. Roosevelt’s foreign 
policy of noncom batant belliger­ 
ency got some sort of a mandate. 
In Maine and Vermont, for ex­ 
ample, the Willkie margin was 
Jess 
than 
Lan- 
don’s 
in 
1936. 
Yet 
in 
Massa­ 
chusetts Senator 
Walsh who op­ 
posed the Presi­ 
dent’s f o r e i g n 
policy, was also 
given a vote of 
confidence. 
Elsewhere, the

terventionist viewpoint. 
Senator 
Vandenberg 
of 
Michigan, 
w'ho 
voted against lifting the embargo 
as well as against conscription, 
carried his State by a wide m ar­ 
gin while Roosevelt lost it. 
Roosevelt carried Montana, but 
so did Senator Wheeler, his chief 
opponent in the Democratic party 
on foreign policy. 
Montana also 
sent Jeanette Rankin back to Con­ 
gress where she voted against the 
last w ar in 1917. 
Roosevelt carried, Wisconsin but 
so did Senator La Follette, ad­ 
versary on foreign policy. 
Roosevelt 
carried 
Minnesota, 
but so did Senator Shipstead, an­ 
other opponent. 
In Illinois, Mr. 
Roosevelt won, but Senator Slat­ 
tery was defeated by C. Wayland 
Brooks, outspoken against the de- 
fend-America-by - defending - the- 
ally policy. 
His party elected a I 
governor and gained six seats in { 
Congress. 
In Indiana and Iowa not a sin­ 
gle 
Congressman 
who 
voted 
against conscription was defeat­ 
ed, 
and 
Willkie 
carried 
both 
States. 
Indiana displaced Sena­ 
tor Minton, Mr. Roosevelt’s whip 
in the Senate, with the anti-war 
Republican Willis. 
In New York, the President’s 
Congressman, Hamilton Fish, of 
"M artin, Barton and Fish”, rank­ 
ing 
minority 
member 
of 
the 
House Foreign A ffairs Commit­ 
tee, was elected despite a deter­ 
mined drive by Mr. 
Roosevelt, 
Dorothy Thompson and pro-Brit­ 
ish Republicans to defeat him. 
In Missouri, home of Senator 
Bennett Clark, critic of our for­

policy, 
the 
Republicans 
picked up two seats in Congress. 
In California, home of Hiram 
Johnson, strong anti-w ar Sena­ 
tor,

President’s 
plurality 
shrank about 400,000 votes since 
1936. 
In the seven States of Minne­ 
sota, Iowa. Wisconsin, Illinois, In­ 
diana, 
Michigan and Ohio, Mr. 
Roosevelt’s 
aggregate 
plurality 
was about 278,000 out of 15,400,- 
000 votes. In other words, he had 
28 votes where Willkie had 27. 
W hat sort of a m andate is this? 
Throughout

Mr. 
Roosevelt’s 
total 
plurality 
was 
about 
4,500,000 
compared 
with 
10,797,090 four years ago. 
And 
2.500.000 of his plurality was in 
the Solid South which he would 
have carried on any issue.

300.000 votes.

NEW YORK, Nov. 20 — The re­ 
tirem ent of Joe Louis as heavy­ 
weight champion by the end of 
next year, at the very latest, 
seems inevitable. 
He is a rich man already and 
his riches will grow during the 
next few months, removing the 
basic reason for his professional 
fist-fighting. 
But more impor­ 
tant is the fact th at by then 
there won’t be anybody for him 
to fight. 
There isn’t a legitim ate 
foe in operation for him even now. 
There are a few fifth raters who 
can be built up for one reason or 
another into sem i-attractions, and 
these will keep him busy until 
they have been used up. 
A fter 
th at it would be ridiculous for 
him to go on. 
My assumption is, of course, 
that there won’t be any develop­ 
ments in the meantime to alter 
the situation, for Louis will kill off 
potential challengers as fast as 
they show up, and those th at he 
doesn’t get will be taken care of 
by each other. 
Much of the glam our of the 
heavyweight championship already 
has been wiped out by the fre­ 
quency with w'hich Louis fights, 
and, due to the lack of novelty in 
heavyweight 
defenses 
and 
the 
poor calibre of opposition, interest 
quite obviously is on the wane.
